Ford Reveals Plan to 
Sell Stock to the Public 


- -JfEW-YORKHJ>—Stock of the Ford Motor Co-.j-which revolutionized 
America with its mass production methods, is to be sold to the public 
after the first of the year. 


The price and precise timing 


have not yet been set, but nearly 
seven million new common shares 
with voting ^rights will be offered. 
Financial analysts say it is ex- 
pected to bring between 400 and- 
500 million dollars, indicating a 
price of $60 to $70 a share. 


Announcement that Ford, rich- 


est private business enterprise in 
the world, would desert the ranks 
of family-owned firms" was made 
Sunday night. It came from the 
Ford Foundation, multi-million-dol- 
iar philanthropic trust set up by 
Henry Ford, who died in 1947. 


The new stock will be offered 


by the Ford Foundation—not. by 
the company. 


Agree To Transfer 


Henry Ford 31, grandson of the 


founder and president of the Ford 
Co., has agreed with other Ford 
heirs to transfer 60 per cent of 
their exclusive voting- control of 
the company to the new common 
stock, it was reported by H. Row- 
an Gaither Jr.. Foundation presi- 
dent. 


The other 40 per cent of voting 


rights will remain with the Ford 
family. • 


With the public sale of its stock, 


the company will have to disclose 
for the first time its assets and 
earnings, one of its most carefully 
guarded secrets for 52^ years. 


Only last Wednesday, Ernest R. 


Breech. Ford board chairman, de- 
clared the company's 1955 .earn- 
ings, before taxes, would surpass 
the firm's total earnings for the 21 
years before World War H. Neither 
figure was revealed, however. 


Three new classes of Ford stock 


•will be issued and. after stock 
splits, the company -will have a 
total of 53,461.470 shares of stock- 


There are now outstanding 3.- 


322.395 shares of no voting class 


A stock. These will be split 15 
for 1. 


Held By Family 


There are now 172,645 shares of 


voting Class JB stock, all held' by 
members of the Ford family or 
their interests. These will be split 
21 for 1. 


The Ford Foundation, set up in 


1936, holds 88 per cent of the non- 
voting: A stock or 3,089,908 shares. 
The, Ford family also owns 190.347 
shares of A stock. The balance is 
held by 108 key employes of the 
company. 


When the reorganization is com- 


plete, the only no voting' A com- 
mon will be held by the Ford 
Foundation. As soon as any of 
this is offered for sale to the pub- 
lic, however, it is to be converted 
into voting common stock. 


All the A stock held by the Ford 


family will be converted into 
shares of the new B stock. This 
would- bring the total of B shares, 
all held by the family, to 6.4S0.750. 
Wheneyer any of these B shares 
are sold outside the family, they 
will be converted into new com- 
mon stock with voting rights. 


Hoiv It Works 


As long as there are 2.700.000 or 


more of these B shares, they will 
carry 40 per cent of the voting 
rights. Should the number fall be- 
low 2.700.000. the voting percentage 
will be reduced to 30 per cent. If 
they should fall below ~i\~ million 
shares, the new B stock would be- 
come equal to the common stock 
in voting power—one vote per 
share. 


Thus the reorganization plan 


apparently provides for the pos- 
sibility of an ei-entual sale of al- 
most all the voting stock to the 
public.

Recent mergers in the auto in- 


dustry—not involving GM-reduced 
the number of individual compa- 
nies from nine to six and O'Ma- 
honey has raised the question of 
whether some of these survivors 
may not go out of business, too. 


But GM won't be a casualty. 


O'Mahoney summed up some of 
GM's business this way: "It pro- 
duces more passenger cars than 
al! the other five firms combined: 
it is by far the most important 
producer of auto parts and acces- 
sories;'it is a principal producer 
of trucks, buses, diesel engines 
and locomotives; it is a major 
factor in the manufacture of re- 
frigerators, stoves, air condition- 
ing equipment, and other things:

Not Egypt alone, but all the Arab states believe Israel 


should be struck a blow. In fact, one reason Egypt is now 
unloading Russian-made arms in its ports is because the 
present government under Premier Nasser wants the coun- 
try to maintain a position of leadership in. the Arab world. 


Regional leadership that must be bought at the price 


of undertaking a risky war of revenge is.not leadership that 
history will commend. Nor is it leadership that men of gen- 
uine responsibility will admire. 


Nasser frankly acknowledges that the arms build-up is 


necessary also to keep the Egyptian army in support of his 
government. Lack of equipment was a big reason for the 
revolution that brought Nasser to power. 


This makes incredible reading in the atomic age. One 


can hardly digest the notion that the leader of a weak nation 
in a. hitherto weak coalition of states would risk widespread 
war in his narrow little campaign to maintain his regime.

Neither this effort nor the broad Arab desire for re- 


venge against Israel will fain Egypt or its friends much 
sympathy in a world eager above all to have done with wars 
—big or small. 


In 1950 the West declared for maintenance of the exist- 


ing borders and power- balance between Israel and the Arab 
nations. Apparently it does not yet see Israel in such peril 
today that either arms aid or. new guarantees are required. 


But meantime Russia, deajf to all pleas, goes on shipping 


the arms of Egypt. We have'' Egypt's own word for it that 
it would like to use these arms. 


The West, for its own selfish purpose (bases and oil 


fields), would not like to'jeopardize further-its already fra- 
gile relations with the Arabs. , But if they persist in pressing 
narrow causes at the possible cost of the whole world's se- 
curity, the West will have no choice but to "throw much 
greater weight on the side of keeping the present Israel-Arab 
balance.

Hair May Be Attacked by 
Distressing Dermatitis

Miss M., who says she is 16 


years old, writes that she has se- 
borrheic dermatitis and wants to 
know if this means she is going to 
lose her hair. I can imagine that 
this situation is causing the young 
lady a good deal of mental distress. 


First I should like to reassure 


this girl that while the scalp dis- 
ease known as ueborrheic dema- 
titis may cause some falling out 
of the hair, it is unlikely to lead 
to complete baldness. 


Furthermore, 
if she gets the 


proper treatment she can prob- 
ably get over all or most of the 
condition. Thought I must say, in 
some instances, it is rather stub- 
born. 


THIS BRINGS US to a discus- 


sion of diseases of the scalp 
known medically as seborrhea. 
The best known of these is sim- 
ple dandruff or dry seborrhea. 
The other principal variety is oily 
seborrhea which may be associat- 
ed with inflammation of the skin 
itself, in which case it is called 
seborrheic dermatitis. 


Any kind of seborrhea. while it 


is principally a scalp disease, can 
extend down to the C3"ebrows, the 
face and 'even other parts, of the 
body. 


Either variety apparently inter- 


feres -with the nutrition of the 
hairs so that they tend to fall 
more easily. 


Ef OILY SKBORKHKA the hair 


and scalp feel greasy and are hard 
to keep .clean, because dirt float- 
ing in the air sticks and the hair 
follicles clog up with oil and tiny 
scale of <kin and dirt. 


The cause of seborxhea is ob- 


scure. No living parasite 
or 


germ has been identified, though 
there are reasons to believe that 
some kind of infection may be at 
least partially at fault. 


However, soborrhea of either 


kind commonly starts after the 
general health has been lowered 
by such things as infection or 
fatigue.

Edsel, bought the "others out and 
the firm had since been a tight, 
family-held operation.

But new stockholders today can't

Wiggins was one of a panel of 


press, radio and television leaders 
invited to today's opening public 
heaiing for a general discussion 
of information policies and 
diffi- 


culties encountered in getting in- 
formation from federal agencies. 


Wiggins said the nation's editors 


are "disturbed by the withholding 
of information in many areas of 
government, local, state and fed- 
eral, legislative, executive and ju- 
dicial." He added: 


"We think it due to the size of 


government; to the emigration of 
governmental power from publicly 
operated legislative and judicial 
agencies to secretly operated ad- 
ministrative agencies; to the de- 
clining faith in the wisdom of the 
people which is an aspect of this 
generation's c o u n t e r revolution 
against free institutions; to the re- 
quirements of national military se- 
curity which have increased stead- 
ily since World War I." 


Respect Security 


Because they acknowledge the 


need for secrecy where national 
military security is clearly in- 
volved, Wiggins said, newsmen 
generally have accepted the neces- 
stiy for classification of security 
data as "top secret," "secret," 
and "confidential" as provided for 
in an 1953 executive order signed 
by President Eisenhower. 


But, he said, the secrecy thus 


pennitted "has proven to be infec- 
tious and contagious" and matters 
which officials themselves admit 
to be nonclassifiable for security 
reasons "have been withheld."

The jury decided there

'reasonable doubt" about identi- 
ication of the battered, bullet- 
pierced body pulled from the Tal- 
ahatchie River Aug. 31. Mrs. Ma- 
mie Bradley, Till's mother, said 
.he body was her son. Several de- 
lense witnesses however, including 
an undertaker and a sheriff, testi- 
ied the body had been in the water 
:oo long to be Till's. 


Sanders said 'most of the local 


Aitnesses who testified for the 
state in the murder trial will be 
summoned before the grand jury, 
ncluding Mose Wright, the boy's 
uncle, and Willie Reed, an 18-year- 
old Negro farm hand who worked 
for Milam's brother. Both have 
since left the state to live in Chi-, 
cago. 


At the, murder trial, Wright tes- 


tified that two white men who 
closely resembled Bryant and Mi- 
am came to his sharecropper cab- 
bin for the "Chicago boy who did 
ihe smart talk at Money." 


Bryant operates a general store 


at Money. Miss. In testimony that 
was withheld from the jury, his 
pretty brunette wife told how a 
[•Tegro put his arms around' her 
and boasted of being "with white 
women before." She did not identi- 
fy the Negro. 


The sheriff of Leflore County 


and a deputy testified Bryant and 
Milam admitted taking the boy 
from Mose Wright's cabin but 
claimed they released him when 
he turned out to be the wrong one.
